MURDERING HIS NEIGHBOR. 


Goes to the Chair Protestiag His In-

SALT LAKD (Utah) Nov. 20.—Pe- 
ter Mortensen, siayer of James R. 
Hay. was shot to death in the State 
penitentiary yard at 10:31 o'clock this 
morning. Maintaining hie -@Wourage to 
the last, hé walked to the ehair placed 
against the heavy stone wall of the 
prison yard without weakening and 
bade the guards and deputy sheriffs 
good-bye with no tremor in his voice. 
Mortensen was killed instantly, the 
four bullets from the rifles of the ex- 
ecuting squad concealed behind «4 
thick curtain in the door of the black- 
smith shop, twelve rods distant, pierc- 
ing the white target pinned over his 
heart. When the shots rang out Mor- 
tensen’s body lunged forward in the 
chair, his head dropped on his breast, 
and his hands, strapped to the .

CHICAGO, Nov. 2#0.—But two points 
prevented a peaceable adjustment of 
the Chicago City Railway strike to- 
day, and the indications tonight are 
that these obstacles will be finally 
overcome and that a settlement will 
be reached tomorrow. A virtual ces- 
sation of hostilities has been declared 
by both sides while the present peace 
negotiations are in progress and all 
the interested parties appear to be 
making every effort to bring the 
struggle to an end. 

The company has made two proposid 
tions to the union; first, that the com- 
pany shall have the right to discipline 
and discharge its employés as it shal! 
choose, but this shall not be construed 
to mean that any discrimination is 
made against union men or non-union 
men; second, that the company ghal! 
formulate the methods by which 
grievances of its employés shall be 
adjusted in the future. 

Mr. Darrow, counsel for the strikers, 
submitted the company's proposition 
to the union, after which he said that 
the strikers had accepted the proposal 
of the company with immateria) modi- 
fications, In their turn the men sub- 
mitted a proposition on the routing 
of cars.

ARMISTICE DECLARED.

It seems to be the opinion that there 
are only two styles of monuments that 
can come within the scope of the com- 
petition. They are the columnar type, 
with embellishments in the way of ter- 
races and mausoleum style.

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will be selected, because of its popu- 
larity with the people, and for the rea- 
son that the configuration of the 
ground, where the memoria! is to be 
erected, is such that a mausoleum of 
sufficient sige to be seen at a distance 
would cost more money than is avail- 
able. So the design which will prob- 
ably prove most acceptable will be a 
column embodying the mausoleum idea 
of terraces, surmounted by symbolical 
statues of the Republic, of Law, of 
Order, of Peace, etc.

PEORIA, Nov. 20.—An Arso- 
ciated Press reporter who has just 
come in from the scene of the Big Four 
wreck, east of Tremont, reports the 
wreckage as entirely cleared away and 
trains running over the Big Four 
tracks.

It had been 
sald by the physicians at first that the 
trouble resembled cholera, and later 
the official siatement was amended to 
appear that the Princess had died of

EW SITE PROPOSED FOR 
POLYTECHNIC SCHOOL. 


Favor of Pico and Wall Street Site, 


A new and centrally-located site for 
the Polytechnic H School, which 
threatens to cause a rp fight in the 
Council, was offered to the city yester- 
day for’ $25,000. The property belongs 
of Wiliam Rowland of Puente, and is 
lovated gn the south side of Washington 
treet, Between Flower street and Ber- 
‘mard Park. It has a frontage of 172 
feet on both Washington and Twen- 
tieth streets and is 501 feet deep. 

This site was offered the city yes- 
terday By W. R. Ireland. F. J. Whiffen 
of the ‘Fourth Ward and A. P. Thom- 
son, attorney and Fire Commissioner, 
appeared at the committee rooms yes- 
ter@ay afternoon with Mr. Ireland to 
urge the purchase of the new site. Its 
entral location and easy access from 
ali the principal car lines was ex- 
piained to members of the Council. The 
University and Washington-street lines 

the Los Angeles HRalilway Company 
run within one biock on one side, and 
the Grand-avenue line’ of the same 
company is about a block distant on 
the other side. The Sixteenth-street 
' Traction line and the Santa Monica 
line are three blocks distant on the 
morris and the Main-street line about

It the Polytechnic High School is 
erected .on this property it is pointed 
Out that the State Norma) Schoo! will 
stand at one end of Hope street and 
the High Schoo! at the other. 

The advocates of this site confidently 
@zpect the support of Councilmen 
Bowen, Skilling, 
and Todd, with McAleer,a poasibility. 

Much has been said by members of 
the Council regarding the recommenda- 
tlons of the Board of Education and 
Superintendent Foshay, and it is stated 
that in everything that has to do with 
the schools the recommendation of the 
school authorities has been followed. 

It Was stated yesterday that of al! 
the sites submitted Superintendent 
Foshay and the school board favor the 
property at Eleventh and Flower 
streets, which is offered for $80,000. Of 
all which come within the $30,000 limit 
placed on the cost of a site, the scif~o!l 
authorities bre said to favor the Wash- 
ington street property now offered for 


As it happened, four members of the 
Building Committee, which is charged 
with making a recommendation regard- 
ing sites to the Council, were meeting 
in the committee room yesterday after- 
noon when Mr. Ireland and his asso- 
slates came to the City Hall. It was 
decided by the majority to recommend 
the purchase of the property on Pice 
street, between Wall and Myrtle 
streets, if a change was made in the 
price. It is believed by the Counciimen 
that $35,000 for the entire site is too 
much. Kern, Nofsziger and Davenport 
will report in fayor of this site, as 
matters now stand, and their finding 
will determine the majority report of 
the Buliding Committee. What Coun- 
ciimen Farish and Skilling, the other 


members of the committée, will report 


is not known; but they are not ex- 
pected to coneur in the majority find- 
ings. Fafish attended the session of 
the committee yesterday, but he was 
non-comm ital. 

Skilling and Todd will follow the rec- 
ommendation of Superintendent Foshay 
and vote for the site at Eleventh and 
Flower streets first, and for the Wash- 
ington-street property next, it is said. 

On the books of the City Assessor 
the new site is shown to consist of 2k 
acres assessed to Manuella Rowiand 
for 37750. The average ratio between 
the prices asked for sites submitted and 
their assessed valuation is nearty five 
to one, or, in other words, the assessed 
Value is practically 22 per cent. of the 
prices asked on the average. ; 

Lyi between the Rowland place 
and ower sireet is a piece of prop- 
erty belonging to the Jessurum es- 
tate, having a frontage of 176 feet on 
Washington and Twentieth streets, and 
601 feet on Flower street. If the city 
should condemn this property and pur- 
chase the Rowland tract, an exce lent 
site about five acres in extent could 
be secured for the High School.

FOR PURE FOOD. 
BAKING-POWDER WAR. 


The baking powder war is on in 
earnest. Yesterday noon the Board 
of Health in special session declared 
that all alum baking powders should 
be put under the ban. These powders 
are handled by an association known 
as the American Baking Powder Com- 
pany, which is fighting the Royal Bak- 
ing Powder Company, commonly 
known as the trust. 

Naturally the manufacturers of the 
alum powders see the fateful hand 
the trust behind the action of the 
Board of Health, but at present there 
is no evidence that such is the case. 

A short executive session preceded 
the open meeting. Dr. Hitchcock 
stated that after further consideraton 
he was prepared to move that the 
board determine through the courts 
the deleterious effect of alum baking 

wders on the public health. The 

ayor, who seemed semewhat excited, 
and Dr. Salisbury voted with Dr, 
Hitcheock for the arrest of persons 
ering baking powder containing 
alum.

There is one of these British big- 
game hunters in Los Angeles at pres- 
ent. R. F. Glyn, who fs spending a 
few days at the Angelus, has hunted 
his way here on a shooting tour of 
America which has taken him into 
the wilds of Alaska as far as the 
northern shore of the Bering Sea, 


and which will continue dowh into 
Mexico. 
He ie a young who has 


in many climes and 
has had experiencea, enough to prove 
him a veteran hunter. While up 
toward the Arctic circle he ran across 
a hunter who depicted to him the de- 
lights of shooting the wary mountain 
sheep in Ute fastnesses of wer Call- 
fornia, .where scientific sportsmen sel- 
dom enter because of the remoteness 
and difficulties of that wild region; 
so he forsook the icy north for a hunt 
in Mexico, whither he is now bound. 

Mr. Giyn set out from home to 
hunt through America, and made a 
most arduous but genuinely gamy 
tour through Alaska. With one white 
companion and native guides he 
worked his way northwward after 
griszly bear and moose; sometimes 
making runs up the coast through 
dangerous waters in rickety Iittle 
trading or fshing schooners, and 
often following rivers and crossing in- 
lets im native skin canoes. He made 
his way to the north shore of Bering 
Sea in one of these canoes, and the 
party secured in that regign thirteen 
big bears of the Alaskan grizzly va- 
riety. In the region bordering on 
Cook's Inlet they shot half a dogen 
moose and secured valuable deer 
trophies? 

“Game is still plentiful in the more 
remote portions of Alaska,” said the 
British hunter last night, after he had 
closed a page on Los Angeles in the 
leather-bound diary of his’ travels, 
“and thanks to the generally wise 
game laws efiforced there the 
United States government and to the 
fact that these laws were put into 
effect before the game supply had 
been datally depleted, I think there 
will always be good sport there in the 
line of big shooting. It is a very hard 
country to get about in, and only the 
true, rough-and-ready sportsman will 
eare to delve in that wilderness with 
his 
“There is especially fine moose hunt- 
ing th some portions, and moose hunt- 
ing is sport royal, requiring patience 
and real skill. We met one hunting 
party which had seen 12% head of 
moose in twenty-five days’ travel.” 

The foreign sportsman is greatly 
taken with Los Angeles, and thinks 
he may do some work with the shot- 
gun hereaboutse before continuing 
southward. 

“You know,” sald the Londoner, 
“Los Angeles and Cairo are the only 
places I have struck where I have 
thought I would like to settle down 
for a winter. I think this place would 
be ahead of Calro~quite charming, 
indeed. You hear a great dea! about 
the winter resorts of the Riviera in 
Southern Europe, but there they carry 
things so far, you know—what I cali 
low-neck-and-diamonds all day long.” 

Mr. Glyn is laying in a goodly stock 
of guns and ammunition here, and is 
making arrangements to start into the 
field from Ensenada with a_ well- 
organized expedition of and 
natives.

In other words, America is 
training up young men who are tak- 
ing foremen's: places and superintend- 
ent’s jobs throughout great manufac- 
turing districts where formerly not a 
word of the English tongue had per- 
haps ever been spoken. 

“The United States taught Europe 
that lesson. Americans, when they 
wished a work of art, whether in 
sculpture or music, called a man across 
the Atlantic to do it. And now Burope 
ie taking our mechanics, 

“I believe that with inetruction and 
machinery equal to ours, the product 
across the seas-—in almost all lines of 
goods will be equal to ours and cheaper 
in price.
